The cost how- 
ever, has been heavy and Chang Sin 
Tien, is filled with wounded, many 
of whom are dying for lack of medi- 
cal attention.

ISCONSIN will not long remain blind to 
the splendid work being done by the new 


state bureau for the care of the blind. The 
bureau was created by the last session of the 
legislature. In addition to social advantages, 
two main purposes were sketched—educational 
work to prepare the blind for economic inde- 
pendence; the procurement 
of employment. 


The law made care of the blind accountable to 
public authority, saving it from the irrespecta- 
bility of voluntary 
associations. 
Centraliza- 


tion of control and coordination, of the work 
were planned. Great pressure was brought to 
bear upon Governor Elaine to veto the law, 
but the governor understood the merits of the 
proposition, and wisely sanctioned the me^as- 
ure. 


A recent review shows the progress al- 


ready made. Educational development is in- 
tangible and cannot definitely 
be described, 


but it can be measured with considerable ac- 
r;racy by the results of education in terms of 
employment. Here we come to something sub- 
stantial and inspiring. Blind girls in Milwau- 
kee are assembling radio equipment and auto- 
mobile switches. Some are clerking and have 
shown exceptional ability. 
Tuning 
pianos, 


adjustments in machine shops, lacing in shoe 
factories, operating typewriters and 
dicta- 


phones, working in laundries, weaving fish nets 
and fly nets are among the occupations. Scores 
of blind men and women have been placed in 
these positions. The results are astonishing. 
Not only are they proving worthy of their hire 
in all lines of industry, but where tasks require 
an especial delicacy of touch they excel others 
in the work. 


The prediction is made that in the near 


future all blind adults in good health will be 
usefully employed. Blind beggars will disap- 
pear from the streets. Their mendicancy will 
give way to economic indler science. And th'eso 
sightless unfortunates are found glorified by 
their new dignity and self respect. 


The Wisconsin News recalls that 135 years 


ago, at a gay fair in Paris, blind beggars were 
tricked out with asses' ears for the sport of 
the public. That sorry spectacle moved Val- 
entine Hauy to establish the first school for 
the instruction of the sightless. 
Thus was be- 


gun the work which, through the_.good offices 
of the governor and legislature of Wisconsin, 
end inspired by the missionary work of people 
like 3Iiss Elizabeth MacCarthy, Wisconsin is 
bringing to perfection. 
Such enterprises 
in 


intelligent humanity sustain faith 
in demo- 


cratic institutions. 


Contradictions 


DL'SSIA celebrated May Day in two different

somewhat 
contradictory 


, ways at Moscow and at Genoa. 
At Moscow 


Comrade Trotzky was the central figure in a 
grand military fete and review for the purpose 
of shouting defiance at capitalism the world 
over. At Genoa arrangements were completed 
between Tchitcherin and 
British 
interests 


whereby the British Shell oil concern secured 
concessions for all the oil fields in Russia, in- 
cluding some held by the Standard Oil Co. be- 
fore the Soviets confiscated all private proper- 
ty. It is, to say the least, curious that while 
at home Marxian communism shouted louder 
than ever, abroad the red government struck 
hands with one of the highest development of 
great capitalistic industry. 


One may easily imagine that one of the 


two contradictory incidents must have been a 
false and hollow sham—and it is easy to de- 
duce that this one was the parade and show of 
strength and zeal for communism in Moscow. 
Concessions and oil fields, promised, must be 
delivered or the consideration promised in the 
bargain will not be forthcoming, But oratory 
and political promises are even easier to pro- 
duce, and proportionately as worthless, as pa- 
per rubles. There are those who interpret the 
Parade of 100,000 red troops, newly uniformed 
and equipped, as a menacing gesture to the 
world at large, intended for its effect on the 
Genoa conference. 
But one may suspect that 


equally important as an underlying motive, or j 
perhaps even more important in the minds of 


the .-oviet leaders, 
was 
the impression of i 


strength and firmness of purpose which the! 
demonstration might be expected to have upon j 
the Russian people. 
i 


Bolshevism has been slipping. 
Its failure i 


has been made patent in the economic collapse j 
of Russia culminating in the terrific famine, j 
Its failure has been more or less tacitly admit-! 
ted by many recent recessions from the first! 
extreme rigor of bolshevik anti-capitalistic re- j 
strictions. Freedom of trade has been restor-j 
ed, and the confiscation of crops abandoned, i 
From the acknowledgement of private owner-! 
ship in merchandise and agricultural products j 
it is but a step to the recognition of private pro-! 
perty in real estate and other possessions, j 
State ownership of property remains a bolshe- i 
vik shibboleth, but thinking people in Russia j 
must realize that it is a last stand, that bolshe- j 
vism has already confessed defeat of the major i 
portion of its pr&gram. One of the reasons,! 
doubtless, why public ownership is still main- 
tained, why the Russian delegates at Genoa in- 
sist upon it in any agreement with the allies, 
is because to abandon it would be to admit the \ 
complete failure of bolshevik theory and prac- 
tice. 


Hence the demonstration in Moscow on, 


May Day, perhaps? 
Lenine and Trotzky like I 


as little as Lloyd George or Poincare to be! 
divorced from power and see other .men take 
over the government and change its policies. 
By a show of strength a factitious air of soli-! 
dity might be imparted to a government lack-j 
ing the confidence of the people; by execrations 
against foreign capitalism the ignorant Rus- 
sian masses might be won again to something 
like adherence to a system that with all its in- 
competence is at least Russian. 


Something was needed at home to offset 


the weakness of the Russian government as re- 
vealed by, for instance, the surrender of Rus- 
sian oil to the British. The May Day theatri- 
cals supplied it. That one suspects, is a rea- 
sonable and not illogical 
explanation of the 


curious contradictions with which Russia ob- 
served radicalism's annual fete day at Moscow 
and Genoa.

clothing to cover their naked bodies, for 
more hospitals and orphanages to give them 
refuge come surging over the cables to 
"kind, generous America," the hoped-for 
savior of Armenia. 


And in the moment of this crisis, when/- 


the riuestion of life or death for unnum- 
bered thousands of children must be an- 
swered, the tender charity of American 
mothers and fathers lias begun to fail. . 
Their answer to thp multitude of little 
orphans whose only sin is hunger, and nak- 
edness, and immea-surable grief, has been 
—in December, and January, and Febru- 
ary, and March—not more 
money, and 


more clothing, and more food, but less. 
And so the cruel order has gone forth from 
the offices of the Near East, Relief to retinae 
all expenditures twenty-five percent. Twen- 
ty-five children from every hundred now 
receiving 
care must 
he 
turner! 
away. 


Among the many thousands whose wails of 
hunger, and sickness, and cold have not 
yet been answered, not one can be satisfied. 


And now the cries of terror and dismay 


are reaching America: 


CABLEGRAM, via Paris: 
"Thousands 


of deportees filling Near East threshold, re- 
ceiving crust of bread, hoping fo,r summer 
peace. 
Shall we push them off our door- 


step? 
Order of twenty-five percent reduc- 


tion necessitates closing March first all 
general relief." 


CABLEGRAM, Constantinople: "Appal- 


ling increase of need 
for general relief 


through Anatolio Caucasus. 
Reduction in 


already inadequate appropriations csits oir 
Multitudes who arc hopeless without Amer- 
ican aid." 


CABLEGRAM, from American Women's 


Hospital. Erivan: "We have eight, hundred 
and fifty-two cases in the hospital, ami-chil- 
dren dying in all corners of Erivan. 
All 


day long we can hear the wails and groans 


of little children outside the office build- 
ings hoping we can and will pick them up. 
If the sun shines a little while they quiet 
down; when it rains they begin again. One 


, day when the rain turned to snow it was 


awful to listen to them. 
The note of ter- 


ror that came into the general wail was 
plainly perceptible upstairs, and I had the 
windows closed. 
They well know what a 


night in the snow would mean to them. We 
are picking them up as fast as possible, but 
it is fatal to crowd them to such a point 
that we would.lose even those already in 
orphanage." 


Erivan—the one time prosperous city of 


Armenia, not far from Mount Ararat, tfa- 
mous, in days of peace, for the peach orch- 
ards and vegetable gardens that surround- 
ed it on every side. 
Walk through 
its 


streets today and here 19 what you will see- 
"Children walking through the muddy gut- 
ters hunting for bits of orange peels, apple 
cores, or anything that once resembled 
food; little boys and girls sleeping in sta- 
bles, with straw and manure spread over 
their bodies to keep them from freezing to 
death; or. in the early morning, deserted 
children lying in the doorways of the build- 
ings, wrapped in old burlap ba.gs, some si- 
lent, perhaps already dead, others sobbing 
unconsciously in their sleep. 
They have 


been placed there, during the night by their 
mothers who, unable to feed them 
any 


longer, have resorted1 to desertion as a final 
chance to save their children's lives. There 
is always a chance that they will be rescued 
by the Americans, and it is with this one 
hope that the mothers leave their1 little 
children, praying to God that they will be 
saved by the 'kind and generous Ameri- 
cans.' " 
, 
- 


Has the story of unutterable suffering, 


of passionate love and gratitude for what 
has been given, that trusting, prayerful ap- 
peal for rescue of children whose lives now 
depend on us—'has it all grown wearisome 
to us? 
Are we tired of being "kind and 


generous?" 
Is there no longer any sacri- 


ficial tenderness for little children in our 
hearts? 
Is it time to be rid of the bur- 


' den, to stop our giving, and so. through the 


Board .of Trustees of the Near East Relief. 
Who must act. as we dictate, to pronounce 
the sentence of death on these thousands of 
boys and girls who have believed, to the 
last moment, that we would save them? 


Mothers and fathers ot America, it is not 


true! You will not allow it! 
Your hearts 


have not turned to stone! What are a few 
paltry miles of distance! 
They can not 


separate you 
from 
that famine-stricken 


land, where dead and dying children litter 
the city streets. 
They can not shut out 


from your 
vision those hunger-pincheel 


faces and outstretched hands! 
You can 


shut your windows, as they did. in very 
desperation, in the City of Erivan; but the 
wails and moans of little children, waiting 
in rain and snow, by day and night, to be 
"picked up" and clothed and fed, can not 
be shut out of your heart. 


From far-away stations, by the magic of 


science, our homes are being filled with 
song, and story, and music for the dance.s 
But there are messages more wonderful 
than any controlled by the wizards of wire- 
less. They are coming now from far away, 
and the story they bring is burdened with 
tears. The music is not for dancing, for 
those who make it can scarce stand upon 
their feet. 
The song, swelled to a chorus 


of woe by thousands "of little voices that 
ought to be musical with laughter, is al- 
ways the same: 
"Hunger!—Bread!" And 


with the pleading cry of the children, there 
comes a voice, sweet and solemn, saying: 
"These are MY little ones; ye are My Shep- 
herds; Feed My Lnmbs." 


To catch these messages, every Ameri- 


can heart that has thrilled at the laughter 
of a little child or throbbed at its cry of 
pain is the receiving instrument, and tha 


messages are broadcasted to us from th« N 
very throne of Heaven. 
No mistake can be more tragic at this 


moment than for you to say, as you read, 
"The call is not to me; I can not—I need 
not respond this time; others will give; 
and the children will not hava to die." 
There are no others—if you turn away. 


Tire appeal has gone throughout the length 
and breadth of this great land, and thesa 
"others" have heard it and some have giv- 
en gladly; but too many have said. "I need 
not respond this time." 
During the past 


four months not enough has been given to 
continue the care even of those children al- 
ready gathered into the hospitals and orph- 
anges, while thousands more are waiting to 
be "picked up" from the streets and coun- 
tryside. 
There are no others—If you refuse. Ar- 


menia is surrounded by bankrupt nations, 
or nations struggling to keep themselves 
from bankruptcy. Europe is full of suffer- 
ing and' need. 
Armenia's 
only hope is 


America. 
A Christian race will die if 


America fails at this crisis. 


There are no others to love and care for 


Armenia's little children—no others but 
you. 
The vast majority are orphans. Fath- 


er is dead; mother, too, is dead; sister—if 
not dead is praying God for death; brother 
is dead; aunt and uncle, grandfather and 
grandmother—all dead, the home destroy- 
ed, and the lonely little girl or boy has no 
one—but you. You are father, and mother, 
and sister, and brother—the only one in 
whose heart the sad little waif can now find 
refuge. 


How splendidly you have given, perhaps, 


sometime in the past, and have brought 
health and laughter to some of Armenia's 
little sufferers; 
But for every one saved 


then, at least one other was left without 
food, or shelter, or friends. 
And the child 


to whom you gave one meal a day last year 
can not live now if that meal is stopped. A 
year ago the delivery of supplies for the 
Alexandropol orphanage was interrupted 
between November and May by transporta- 
tion difficulties. 
Before April the children 


had to be placed on half rations, and by the 
first of May, on the very morning the sup- 
ply train arrived, the last meager ration 
was distributed. 
During those sad weeks, 


when there was so little food at Alexan- 
dropol, more than two thousand children 
died. 


If you withhold your gift now, the boys 


and girls you fed last year may be the very 
ones "sentenced to die." 


Revoke, the cruel sentence! Stop the or- 


der to reduce all relief work twenty-five- 
percent! 
Thank God it Is In your power at 


this Easter time to give life in place of 
death, health in place of sickness, laughter 


. in place of tears. 
You can speak the word 


of Resurrection which will call back some 
little child from the dark valley of shadow 
and flood its new life with sunshine. 


Two things will fill your Easter Day -with 


sweetest joy; the knowledge that Armenia's 
children did not wait for you. and trust in 
you, and appeal to you in vain; and the 
voice of the Risen Christ, the Lover of lit- 
tle children, speaking to your soul, and say- 
ing, "Ye have done it unto Me., Ye have 
done it unto Me." 


So deeply have we, as publishers of THE 


LITERARY DIGEST, been stirred by tha 
tragedy impending among the innocent 
children of Armenia, that we would feel a 
heavy share of responsibility for the need- 
less eleath of countless little ones if we did 
not do as we are urging you to do, and give, 
still again, a substantial contribution 
to 


save their lives. 
Therefore, although we 


have given several times before, we feel 
that we can not—we must not—do less in 
the present crisis than add immediately an- 
other five thousand dollars to help save tht> 
children of Armenia from the death that 
threatens them.

The white birch is a tree that Is 


quite common in Russia and it is to 
this growth that many persons in 
that country owe their lives for it 
has not onljr_ answered BS food.- hut 
many other useful purposes as well. 
Its bark and leaves have formed the 
basis of the so-called famine bread on 
which many hare succeeded in keep- 
ing alive when they would otherwise 
have starved. 
The leaves and bark 


are ground up into a kind of flnur or 
meal and then made into a paste with 
watermelon rind. 
This is then dried 


iu the sun when It is ready to be 
eaten. In the absence of leather the 
wood of this tree lias been used as 
substitute; Strips about one inch wide 
are woven about the feet which are 
first swathed in rags and the whole 
held in place by thongs which are 
made from, the twisted bark of the 
birch.

MADISON, Tv'is.—The home rule 


for cities amendment to tfie constitu- 
tion wil! not be sMbmitted to the 
voters of the state .at the November 
eection.

"this fact was made by Secretary of 
State Elmer S. Hall on Wednesday. 
Because of an error in passing the 
home rule amendment to the con- 
stitution at the legislature of 1919 
it will be necessary to have this am- 
endment passed by the 1923 legis- 
lature. If approved by the 1923 leg- 
islature it can be submitted to th'! 
voters of the state in the fall 
of 


1924. 


Four constitutional 
amendments 


will be submitted to the people of 
Wisconsin at the election in Novem- 
ber for their consideration: 
(1) 
Jury verdicts in civil cases 


may be by a majority vote . At thu 
present time it requires a unanimous 
vote. 


(2) 
The legislature shall 
have 


power to fix the salary of the gover- 
nor and lieutenant governor but it 
shall not be less than the present 
salary for these officials. 
At 
the 


present time the governor receives a 
salary of $5,000 a year. 
There are 


a number of departments in the state 
whose heads are paid a salary greai.- 
ly in excess of this amount. 
If the 


people approve of this amendment it 
is quite likuly that the legislature 
will fix the salary of the governor u.t 
about $7,500 a year.
